AN ACT authorizing the governor to appoint three persons fo
investigate the levee systemn in the vieinity of Portage, and to
recommend plans for permancnt proteetion of said ity and
vieinity, and making an appropriation,

The people of e State of Wisconsing vepresented in Senale and
Assembly, do cnact as followes:

Secerion 1.0 The governor is authorized to appoint three com-
petent persons, who shall investigate the levee systemm on the Wis-
consin river in the vieinity of the eity of Portage and ascertain
as near as possible the extent of the territory in the vicinity of
Portage and along the IFox river that micht be damaged or af-
feeted by foods from the Wisconsin river in the event of the said
levees breaking or giving way.,  The committee shall inquire into
the feasibility of organizing and creating out of the territory thus
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liable to be damaged or affected a levee district to defray the ex-
pense of future improvements and repairs of said levee system
and of keepiug the same in a condition of safety ; or shall formu-
late some other feasible methed or plan for the permanent im-
provement and maintenance of said levee system so as to afford
protection to said ecity and territory,

SECTION 2. The committee shall report the result of its inves-
tigation with its recommendation to the governor on or hefore
January 1, 1913,

SecrioN 3. For the purpose of carrying out the provisions
of this act there is appropriated out of any money in the general
fund not otherwise appropristed the sum of twenty-five hundred
dollars, to be expended under the directions of the governor.
